WIDOW HER SOCIAL 
SECURITY PAYMENT 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 16 (UP)— 
Representative Alvin F. Weichel 
(Rep.), Ohio, said today a Lorain 
(O.) widow with two teen-age 
children has been deprised of her 
social security payment for Janu- 
ary because she got a Christmas 
gift of $2.69. 

In a House speech, Weichel 
said the widow had been in- 
formed by the social security 
administrator that the sum put 
her 71 cents over the maximum 
allowable income for the month. 
She works part-time in a dry 
goods store.’ The gift came from 
her employer. 

(Under the social security law, 
beneficiaries are not entitled to 
payment for months in which 
private income from “covered” 
employment exceeds $50. Social 
security experts said the gift 
probably was counted as income.) 

“Mr. Speaker,” Weichel said, 
“the penalizing of a widow and 
orphaned children by the admin- 
istrator of social security on an 
alleged overrun of 71 cents aris- 
ing out of a Christmas gift, sure- 
ly is an all-time low.”

Forrest Smith, whose term 
expires this year, has been looked 
upon as an eager aspirant for the 
Democratic nomination to oppose 
Kem, but he’ has made no formal 
announcement of his candidacy. 

In discussing possible. candi- 
dates for the Democratic presi- 
dential nomination, if President 
Truman does not seek re-election, 
Nangle said he favored considera- 
tion of Gov. Adlai Stevenson of 
Illinois. 

“T have a great respect for 
Stevenson,” he said. “He is a man 
of decision, as he has proved dur- 
ing his term as Governor. .When 
he sees something wrong, there 
is no equivocation. He steps in 
and does what he thinks. should 
be done. 

“T certainly would favor consid- 
eration of him, if President Tru- 
man doesn’t run.”

But even if the Soviets really 
have done this, they still fail to 
take the much more important 
step of agreeing to international 
control of the production of 
atomic materials, the secretary 
added. | 

Such control. is absolutely es- 
sential for bringing about the 
reduction and eventual elimina- 
na of atomic weapons, Acheson 


Stressing Secondary Issue. 

Thus the Soviet proposals stress 
a@ secondary feature of the West- 
ern Allies’ previous disarmament 
proposals, pretend that this is an 
essential feature, and ignore what 
is the most important part of the 
Allies’ plans, according to Ache- 
son. ae 

The Soviets’ “new” proposals | 
are, in fact, only a “dusted off” 
version of plans which the Rus- 
sians put forward three and a} 
half years ago and which the 
United Nations rejected then, the 
secretary said. 

“We are prepared to examine 
these latest dressed-up Soviet pro- 
posals in the disarmament com- 
mission just created by the Gen- 
eral Assembly,” Acheson said in 
a formal statement which he read. 
“At this time, however, we do 
not see how or in what manner 
these proposals advance the cause 
{of disarmament).” 

Outlook for West Germany. 

In answer to a correspondent’s 
question, the Secretary also said 
today he was as hopeful as ever 
that arrangements can soon be 
completed for restoring much

“It is perfectly clear that no 
system of inspection alone, be it

LAST JEW IN HIGH 
OFFICE REMOVED 
BY CZECHOSLOVAKIA 


VIENNA, Jan. 16 (UP)—Czech- 
oslovakia announced today recall 
of its Ambassador to Russia, the 
last remaining Jew in a top 
Czech government or Communist 
party post. 

The official Czech Communist 
newspaper Rude Pravo said Ka- 
rel Kreibich left Moscow by train 
for Prague Jan. 12. It said he 
was seen off at the station by the 
Russian chief of protocol and 
other senior officials, indicating 
the recall was permanent. 

In recent months Jews in top 
Czech government and party jobs 
have been arrested or have dis- 
appeared. Attacks against ‘“‘bour- 
geois Jewish nationalism” and 
charges that the state of Israel 
has become an espionage center 
have appeared in the official 
press. 

Kreibich’s recall had been ex- 
pected by observers here since 
the arrest of Rudolf Slansky, Jew- 
ish former secretary-general of 
the Czech Communist party.

This vital declaration of policy has aroused little excite- 
ment, yet it means that the British and American governments have 
decided to go to war, or to come very close to going to war, with 
Communist ans, under certain circumstances that are quite likely 
to arise. 

This is a substantial, if some- 
what appalling first-fruit of the 
Churchill-Trumen talks, which 
were originally billed to produce 
no results whatever. 

The firming of American poli- 
cy, the sharp change in emphasis 
in British policy, are so important 
that they need to be spelled out 
in greater detail. 

In brief, Washington and Lon- 
don were informed some weeks 
ago that the French Government 
now expects a Chinese Com- 
munist invasion of Indochina. Be- 
tween 220,000 and 270,000 Chi- 
nese Communist troops are de- 
ployed on the border in jump-off 
positions. 

If they attack, the French and 
loyal Indochinese forces, with 
their hands full already with the 
native Communist guefrillas, will 
certainly be unable to withstand 
the invading . Chinese forces. 
Indochina will fall, setting off a 
chain reaction that will spread 
through Siam, Malaya and Burma 
to Indonesia, India and the Mid- 
dle East. 

Would Mean Defeat in Cold War. 

This threat from the first inevi- 
tably preoccupied President Tru- 
man, Prime Minister Churchill 
and their staffs. The first decision

First, that the figure for the company’s invest- _ 
ment, on which the percentage of return is fig- .

This reserve is intended to enable the comn- 


pany to rehabilitate its system as it wears out. 


It consists of money paid in by the company’s 
customers. There is no reason in the world why | 
the company should earn a profit on it, but in’ 


past years the commission has allowed a profit 
on part of it in authorizing rates. Missouri steps 
into line with many other states in adopting a 
realistic attitude toward depreciation .reserve. 


Second, the commission has adopted a new 
. method of separating intrastate and interstate 


telephone traffic to reduce, though probably not 
eliminate, an inequality in rates. 

A 200-mile telephone call can cost less if it 
crosses a state line than if it covered the same 
distance within the state. This suggests that 
intrastate callers have been paying more than a 
fair toll, to subsidize interstate callers. 

The National Association of Railroad and 
Utilities Commissioners, the Federal Power 
Commission, and the telephone industry gen- 
erally had already adopted the policy of shifting 
substantial amounts of investment and operating 
costs from intrastate to interstate accounts for 
rate-making purposes. As a result an effort has 
been started in the industry to increase certain 
interstate rates. i 

The big question is why the commission chose 
to allow the company a return of 6.45 per cent. 
The rate of return should be regulated by what 
is required to attract capital to the business, and 
there is evidence to suggest that a rate of 6.45 
per cent may be more than is required. 

For example, the Missouri commission itself 
in the second-round rate case implied that 
something less than 6.45 per cent would be 
adequate. In the present case, St. Louis and 
Kansas City argued persuasively for 5% to 6 
per cent. In Oklahoma, the Supreme Court has 
upheld a rate of 5.25 per cent. In New York 
state, the Public Service Commission last Octo- 
ber ruled that a rate of 6 per cent was entirely 
adequate to attract capital, and held that the 
telephone industry has had no difficulty in se- 
ctring investors. 

In view of this evidence, the question of the 
rate of return demands continued study by the 
commission. Southwestern Bell’s comment that 
it “feels certain” further rate increases will be 
required sounds a little like the cry of “Wolf!” 

On the whole, it appears that telephone utili-

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Deadly Parallel 


Representative Bakewell has given the House 
a deadly perallel.

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Patience for the Transit Plan 

Arthur J. Carroll of the AFL streetcar and 
bus operators’ union was a little hasty in con- 
demning plans for a publicly owned transit sys- 
tem. No real plans have been drawn. The 
board of freeholders which must create definite 
plans has not even been appointed. Why con- 
demn a project before it is begun? 

Many detailed questions must be answered be- 
fore the transit problem here can be solved. One 
of these questions was raised by Mr. Carroll. 
He says the taxpayers will have to pick up the 
check for any transit authority. 

Certainly somebody has to pick up the check; 
however the community tries to get better trans- 
portation. Public Service Co. will not do it. So 
the question is, who will? 

If the transit riders have ta_pay the bill for 
better service, that means higher fares. But past 
fare increases have been accompanied by re- 
duced riding, declining revenues and less serv- 
ice. So any major fare increase to pay for 
better service may prove self-defeating. — 

The chief alvernative source of funds for im- 
proved service is indirect subsidization. That 
means the cities of the area would have to fore- 
go some of the heavy taxes which they impose 
on the transit sytsem. So far the transit system 
and its riders have been helping support the 
cities. Has the time come when the cities must 
help support mass transportation? 

That is the basic question. The cities have 
complained bitterly about their transportation. 
They and their taxpayers may have to pay to 
help improve it. Is the transit system that im- 
portant to them? And if they do agree to some 
subsidy, would they wish to subsidize the opera- 
tions and profits as well of Public Service Co.? 

Intensive study will be necessary before the 
cities, the freeholders or the transit union can 
know the answers to such questions, and a lit- 
tle patience seems in order. 
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Enforcing Hotel Fire Safety 
The Board of Public Service has quite proper- 
ly cracked down on eight more hotels in the non- 
fireproof group for failure to comply with the 
city’s fire safety code. It did so by revoking their 
operating permits, an action that should have 


come as no surprise to the managements. They | 


have had adequate and repeated warnings to 
obey the law or close up shop. 

Operators of each of the establishments have 
known since last July 9, when the law went into 
effect, that the day of reckoning was not far 
off. That its arrival was so belated is somewhat 
unfortunate, as well as unfair to managements of 
the 41 hotels that are in compliance with the 
code, The law applied to‘all such hotels, not a few.

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A Showdown Is Coming 

There are 46 Republicans in the United States 
Senate. All except eight have signed an appeal 
to their chamber to advise President Truman 
that our U.N. delegate, Philip C. Jessup “does 
not command the confidence of the people.”

If the American people are persuaded to elect 
a military man, untrained in American politics, 
it will be certainly in large part because they 
believe him the leader they need in world af- 
fairs. They could not rationally be for him and at 
the same time accept the outlook (if anything so 
myopic can be called an outlook!) of the 38 
G.O.P. hatchet men in the Senate. : 
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No Business Opportunism 
Fortune magazine’s story of the American Mo- 
lasses Co. and the blackstrap fad, reprinted un- 
der the cartoon today, seems a prime example 
of what is usually referred to as “enlightened 
self-interest.”

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Repairs for the Tax Bureau 
President Truman has sent his plan to reor- 
ganize the Internal Revenue Bureau to Congress, 
where it has received a cool reception.

Mr. Hauser is a food faddist: blackstrap, 


one of his “Five Wonder Foods,” has en- 
joyed a many-thousandfold increase in con- 
sumption by humans. 

In some places it now sells at higher 
retail prices than good sweet molasses; 
bulk manufacturers 
can turn an oppor- 
tune dollar by sell- 
ing blackstrap in 
packages. It is even 
being imported from 
Australia. Blackstrap 
is what is left over 
from sugar making. 

The American Mo- 
lasses Co., with sales 
of some $37,000,000, 
deals in edible mo-

It was ttling * Berle Je 
blackstrap for such beth Scien 
humans as wanted to swallow it before Mr.

Yet the com any insists: “We are inal- 
terably opposed to the edible use of black- 
strap.” It publicly decries the use of the 
stuff by human beings, calls it dregs, com- 
pares it to the water left over from wash- 
ing clothes. 


A Tidy Story of Morality 


Is American Molasses slow, inept, profit- 
shy?

On the whole, the best evidence 
by which to judge a candidate is, 
I believe, in the story of how he 
has handled himself before he 
was a candidate rather than in 
what he says when he is a candi- 
date. 

For the presidency, the best 
training and the best testing 
ground have been the governor- 
ship of a state. In modern times 
the successful Presidents have

Depending on War or Peace. 


How can anyone expect an in- 
telligent opinion about, let us 
say, inflation except in relation 
to a situation of more war or of 
more peace? It would be silly for 
Eisenhower, as it will be for Taft 
or Stassen, to undertake to say 
what the Republican party is go- 
ing to do about taxes, credit, sub- 
sidies, wage policies on the as- 
sumption or with the implication 
that these “issues” can be dealt 
with outside the context of the 
great struggle. 

The case for Eisenhower rests 
upon the fact that among the men 
available he gives the most prom- 
ise of being able to lead us 
through the hard times to come. 
He knows more about the over- 
riding issues than does any one 


of his rivals, and more people 
here and throughout the world 
trust him. 

Even with Eisenhower, it is a 
gamble. There is no sure thing 
ahead of us. But I would rather 
take the gamble with our people

REPORT OF BARNES 
GROUP OF HOSPITALS 


Admissions 16 Pct. Higher 
Than 5 Years Ago, Bed 
Capacity About Same. 


Admissions to the Barnes group 
of hospitals were 16 per cent 
‘higher last year than they were 
‘five years ago, although bed 
capacity remained essentially the 
same, the institution’s annual re- 
‘port stated yesterday. 

In Barnes alone, available beds 
were occupied an average of 94 
per cent of the time, although 85 
‘per cent generally is considered 
‘maximum operating capacity, the 
report said. Admissions are at a 
record high, but there is a wait- 
‘ing list of about 700 persons, 
mostly for non-emergency hospi- 
talization. Patients admitted in 
1951 totaled 22,578. 

Beds were added to rooms and 
wards in order to make room for 
more patients, the repair said. 
‘Doctors sent their patients home 
earlier in instances where this 
could be done safely. Many pa- 
\tients seeking admission were 
examined and given limited treat- 
ments in the suite of private of- 
fices. used by the hospital physi- 
cians, 

Barnes, McMillan and St. Louis 
(Maternity hospitals had an oper- 
lating deficit of $263,642 in 1951. 
‘Income from endowment, gifts 
‘and other sources reduced the 
total to a net deficit of $55,471, 
the report said.

sity, where Spaulding earned his 
master of fine arts degree. 
There is sure and sensitive 
draftsmanship in such realistic 
sketches as “Back Road Farmer,” 
“Girl Drawing,” “Ceramicist” and 
“Soldier Resting,” the last an echo 
of the artist’s 38 months in the 
Pacific in World War II, eight 
months of it under bombardment 
on Guadalcanal. But Spaulding 
does not see unimaginative repre- 
sentation as art’s legitimate end 
in itself. 
“True painting is creative, and 
not re-creative,” he says. “In 
these sketches I’m just gathering 
material. It’s what you do with 
your material in a creative way 
that counts. 
“I’m interested in modern 
idioms, but I don’t want to swal- 
low anything whole. I want to 
make whatever I do my own. I 
can’t set out to grab what others 
have done.” 

A Memory of Maine. 
One of the most elaborate of 
his studio oils is “Harbor,” rich 
in pigment and in inter-play of 
angular and rounded contours. 
Far removed from strict repre- 
sentation, it nevertheless retains 
the authentic feeling and flavor 
of the Maine coast, of which the 
artist is very fond. 
Other New England echoes are 
a sprightly water color, “Boat- 
yard,” and two amusing illustra- 
tions for Thoreau’s “Walden,” 
showing the author watching a 
battle of ants and, again, playing 
the flute at night in a rowboat as 
perch crowd around to listen. In 
similar humorous, but sympa- 
thetic, vein is “The Critic,” an 
etching of a fat, bald, tea-drink- 
ing writer, perplexed by an ill- 
equipped nude sculpture of a 
woman. 
Spaulding, a Bostonian, was 
graduated, along with his wife, 
from the Massachusetts School of 
Art, Boston. Before coming to 
Washington University, he taught 
at Yale, the Whitney School of 
Art, New Haven, Conn., and the 
Taft School, Watertown, Conn. 
He is 35 years old. 

The show will continue through

CLUTTERBUGK’ MAKES 
AN ENGAGING FARCE 


Arthur Treacher Heads Cast 
in Broad Levy Sex Comedy 
at Empress. 


By MYLES STANDISH 

I am sure that “Clutterbuck, 
the second offering of the 
Empress Playhouse in its hopeful 
resident theater season, will never 
by any mischance be classified as 
art. It is a sex farce, with one 
of those mix-up plots, played 
about as broadly as possible. But, 
as written by that practiced 
English farcemaster, Benn W. 
Levy, and played by a cast headed 


by Arthur Treacher, it was highly 
amusing most of the way. It was 
the type of guffaw-provoking 
summer-weight nonsense that. is 
appropriate for a theater of the 
light type where the purpose is 
sheer entertainment. 

The comedy had a run of 218 
performances on Broadway, end- 
ing 18 months ago, and probably 
would have had a good session 
here at the American if it had 
ever toured. It is an utterly 
amoral thing, which must have 
been compounded by Levy after 
a night spent attending Parisian 
comedy, and makes no sense 
whatever, except that of laughter. 

Two Englishmen, utterly bored 
with each other, and their wives 
are on a tropical cruise when the 
figure of Clutterbuck strides past 
them on deck. The wives recog- 
nize the man as their old flame 
of Venetian adventures. Both 
husbands also privately recall 
Clutterbuck’s curvaceous, baby- 
talking wife as the mistress of 
their Bohemian days, and by that 
common experience become kin- 
dred spirits, as close as drunks on

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The Long Rifle was the first gun 
that could property be called “a 
“rifle.” Prior to its use, the early 
explorers—French, Spanish and 
English—in landing on the shores 
of the new world found game in 
great abundance but many of 
' them starved to death in this new 
land of plenty because their guns 
were heavy, unwieldy, slow-firing 
Weapons which were extremels 
inaccurate. | 
There were three Weapons gen- 
erally in use in the 1500s: The 
culverin, musket, and harquebus. 
They were relied upon by the 
explorers who accompanied the 
Spaniard, .Hernando de Soto, 
when he discevered the Missis- 
sippi river in 1541. The musket 
and the culverin were originally 
cannon but later models were 
reduced in size until they could 
be shot from the shoulder. The 
muskets used by the Spanish ex- 
plorers weighed from 40 to 50 
unds and were six or seven feet 
length. The hand cannon or 
culverin was really an oversized 
oar with a bore in-excess of an 
ch, the barrel being abott two 
feet in length. The harquebus 
weighed 10 or more pounds, had 
a three-quarter-inch bore, and 
was fired from the _ shoulder, 
chest, or thigh. 


Cumbersome Weapons. 


These three cumbersome pieces, 
which were forerunners of the 
sleek, streamlined guns of today, 
Were originally all matchlocks. 
The “match” was a slow-burning 
Piece of rope which had been 
saturated in a weak solution of 
saltpeter to keep the smoldering 
rope burning. A sudden rain or 
damp, foggy weather would douse 
the spark—and the hunt was over! 
Using the crotch of a tree or a 
forked stick for a rest, the hunter 
would sight his ‘burdensome 
Weapon at game, touch the match 
to the priming powder in the 
flashpan, squeeze the trigger—and 
always pick himself up, even if 
he didn’t pick up any game! The 
accessories for a_ well-dressed 
hunter of those days included a 
leather shot pouch (10 bullets to 
the pound of lead), a flask- of 
coarse loading powder, a flask of 
fine priming powder, a burning | 
box of tinder (to rekindle the |

(Germany) inventor had perfected 
this device which was later to be 
replaced by the flintlock. This 
costly and complicated wheellock 
firing mechanism was used on 
all types of guns of that day but 
Was more universally used on the 
short-barreled harquebus. It con- 
sisted of a revolving steel wheel 
with jagged edges, a large coil 
spring with attached key, and a 
piece of iron pyrite. When the 
trigger was. pulled, a stop pin 
was released, causing the wheel 
to revolve at high speed and the 
pyrite in contact with the steel 
wheel created sparks which were 
carried by the wheel to the fine 
powder in the flashpan—a Rube | 
Goldberg type of invention that | 
caused the gun to go off—maybe! | 


Daniel Boone Used Gun. 


The next improvement in fire- 
arms was the Snaphaunce lock 
that was perfected about 1580. 
This mechanism dropped the flint 
against fixed pieces of steel, in- 
stead of against a rotating disk 
as in the wheellock. Since the 
flint did not come in direct con- 
tact with the priming, the sparks 
were made to drop into the ex- 

sed powder in the flashpan be- 
ow which, in turn, exploded the 
charge of powder in the barrel. 
This gun was the forerunner of 
the true -flintlock—the gun that 
went to church with the first 
settlers and accompanied them as 
they tilled their fields and 
cleared the forests. By 1730, 
Peter Leman, a Swiss gunsmith 
who had emigrated to Lancaster, 
Pennsylvania, was well estab- 
lished and was turning out hand- 
made Long Rifles in quantity. 
This was the gun that Daniel 
Boone and his fellow back-woods- 
men carried on their treks 
through Kentucky, Tennessee,

customers and the public. 


Recent publicity as to differences between Laclede Gas Company 
and Mississippi River Fuel Corporation forces us to issue this 
public statement, because the issues involved affect not only our 
customers but the entire public in the Greater St. Louis area. 


The basic principle underlying our 
position is this: Mississippi, although 
a holder of record of Laclede stock, 
has special interests that conflict with 
the interests of Laclede’s stock- 
holders generally, and of the public 
in Greater St. Louis. This is explained 
in the following paragraphs — 


(1) Mississippi is a seller of natural gas, and 
Laclede is one of its customers. In any such rela- 
tionship between seller and buyer, there are 
bound to be important conflicts of interest. A good 
example is the present situation in which Missis- 
sippi is before the Federal Power Commission 
seeking approval of an increase in the price of 
gas to Laclede, and Laclede is there resisting that 


increase. 


(2) There is a gas shortage in Greater St. Louis 
today. In the face of an overwhelming demand 
from homeowners. in the area, Laclede has been 
forced to reject all house-heating applications for 
many months. Laclede desires to increase sub- 
stantially the total gas supply in the St. Louis 
area, whether brought in by Mississippi or others, 
but Mississippi's interests may be in direct conflict 
with this desire. 


(3) Another respect in which Mississippi's inter- 
ests conflict with those of Laclede’s other stock- 
holders is that Mississippi is a competitor of 
Laclede for large industrial customers within 
Laclede’s territory. The area of competition be- 
tween the two companies is substantially limited 
by contract, but it is still an important area for 


Laclede. 


(4) In recent newspaper interviews (St. Louis 
Post-Dispatch, December 19, 1951, St. Louis 
Globe-Democrat, December 20, 1951) Mr. William 


G. Marbury, President of Mississippi, was quoted 
as saying that Mississippi might attempt to pur- 
chase over 50% of Laclede’s stock and thus control 
the company. This would be a return to the old 
holding company situation from which Laclede was 
mercifully delivered by its reorganization a few 
years ago. It is inconceivable to us that any stock- 
holder or customer or employee of Laclede would 
want to see Laclede controlled by a holding 
company, particularly a holding company which 
(a) is presently Laclede’s sole supplier of natural 
gas, (b) does not have enough capacity to meet 
the needs of St. Louis, and (c) is trying to get 
approval of increased rates over Laclede’s oppo- 


sition. 


(5) Laclede has no desire for controversy with 
Mississippi and would like to see a restoration of 
normal, arm’s length relationships between the 
two companies, in which each company would be 
free to pursue its own proper interests in all legiti- 
mate ways. But we feel strongly that Mississippi 
should not promote its conflicting interests as 
supplier and competitor of Laclede by edging its 
way into a position where it can control or limit 


Laclede’s free and independent action. 


(6) Under these circumstances, Laclede has 
strongly opposed Mississippi's owning any 
Laclede stock and has formally notified Mississippi 
of its position. Nevertheless, Mississippi has con- 
tinued to purchase Laclede stock in the market and 
is now the holder of record of about 8.2% of the 


total amount outstanding. 


(7 Under cumulative voting, as required by law 
in Missouri, Mississippi may have enough stock 


even without soliciting proxies to elect a director 


of Laclede at the annual meeting to be held later 
this month. Mississippi has represented this as 
beneficial to stockholders, but Laclede does not 
agree. Laclede believes that every director should 
represent the stockholders as a whole. It does not 
believe that even a single director should repre- 
sent a stockholder having special and conflicting 
interests. A “fifth column” is no better in corporate 


relations than in international relations. 


(8) Only a few years ago Laclede emerged from 


an unfortunate period of holding company control 


in which its standing in the community and in 
financial circles was very low. We are proud of 
Laclede’s record as an independent company. 


In the last three years, for example, Laclede has 


spent $21,000,000 to improve its facilities. This 


expenditure has enabled us to supply gas to over 


25,000 new customers and to supply gas for heat- 


Ing purposes to over 70,000 additional homes. Our 


financial position has gradually changed from 
weakness to strength and we are now in a strong 
position to finance future construction costs eco- 
nomically. Current bank borrowings are at the 
prime interest rate. We give employment to 2,200 
residents of the St. Louis area, and believe that our 
wages, pensions and other terms of employment 


compare favorably with those of similar companies. 


(9) It is entirely possible that Mississippi might 
benefit materially from controlling Laclede. But 


we cannot see one single respect in which such 


control would be beneficial to the public or to 


Laclede’s customers, employees or stockholders. 
We shall continue to oppose, by every proper 
means at our command, any and all efforts on 
the part of Mississippi to obtain control or con- 


trolling influence over Laclede.

A 2. gold and land and a new 

start in life through the part 
of Missouri we call the Cross 
Roads of the Country. It was the 
junction, too, for the long, hard, 
grinding trails to Santa Fe and 
Oregon. One route started for 
the mountains, snows and rushing 
streams of the Northwest. The 
other branched south to the sands, 
blazing sun and heat and thirst 
of the desert. Families from 
everywhere met, exchanged hopes 
and dreams as they outfitted for 
the journey, then they said good- 
bye and went along diverging 
trails to build outposts a thousand 
miles apart beyond the Rockies. 

The men and women who set- 
tled here had imagination. They 
founded Napoleon, started Well- 
ington, and put Waterloo between 
the twoz Not far from either 
they named a place Nelson. They 
called villages and towns aiter 
notable cities beyond the ocean: 
Amsterdam, Dover and Dresden; 
Versailles, Strasburg and Metz; 
Odessa and Warsaw, Syracuse and 
Panama. They christened places 
with the names of boys and girls: 
Amos and Eve, Archie and Emma, 
Huga and Chloe, Roscoe and Flor- 
ence, Clinton and Lynne, Marion 
and Alma, Arthur and Cornelia, 
Courtney and Dell. 

They named towns after things 
they saw: Cross Timbers, Deep- 
water, Blue Lick, Otterville, Post- 
oak, Grand Pass, Lonetree, Lone- 
jack.

ARRENSBURG was a key 
point in pioneer railway con- 
~ Struction across Missouri. 
Home of Francis M. Cockrell, 
Confederate soldier and Senator, 
Warrensburg is identified for- 
ever as the scene of the trial, 
1869-70, involving Old Drum, 
black and tan hound belong- 
ing to Charles Burden. After 
losing some sheep, Burden’s 
brother-in-law, Leonidas Horns- 
by, said he would kill any dog on 
his land. When Hornsby shot Old 
Drum, Burden was awarded $25 
damages. The judgment was re- 
versed and Burden obtained a 
new trial. A battery of distin- 
guished lawyers joined in the 
case, With Cockrell against Old 
Drum and George Graham Vest, 
of Boonville, for him.

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REST OF THE STATE. 


The Lafayette county courthouse 
(1847) has an imbedded Civil War 
cannon ball, grim memento of the 
Battle of Lexington, Sept. 18-20, 
1861. Another notable structure 
is the Anderson house (1853) 
around which the tides of that 
battle swirled. At Lexington, in 
1852, a steamboat captain’s order 
for all steam possible against ice 
in the Missouri overtaxed the 
boilefs of the Saluda. The side- 
wheeler exploded and 150 Mor- 
mons aboard were blown to pieces 
or drowned. 

Strong southern sympathies of 
the Kentucky and « Tennessee 
emigrants who settled Nevada 
made their Missouri-Kansas bor- 
der town a haven for Confeder- 
ate bushwhackers. The resort of 
El Dorado Springs grew around 
a natural flow of mineral water, 
first noted in 1881. Missouri's 
largest Indian earthwork, Blue 
Mound, covers 150 acres near 
Horton, Osage Indians used the 
mound for burials and as late as 
1825 Chief White Hair of the 
Osage tribe was laid in the large 
oval of man-shaped earth. 

At an east-west trail crossing 
on the Missouri, a young Indian, 
so the legend goes, shot an arrow 
from a sandbar to the bluff to 
win the hand of the daughter of a 
chief. By 1723 the spot was on an 
explorer’s map as Pierre a Fleche. 
Arrow Rock it still is, though not 
much larger than when it was a 
town on the Sante Fe Trail. The 
Old Tavern with its ballroom up- 
stairs, built by Joseph Hutson 
about 1834, was once a center of 
social life as well as a stopping 
place for notable travelers includ- 
ing Washington Irving. Kept as a 
museum, the venerable hostel is a 
treasure house of.furnishings from 
pioneer days. Arrow Rock State 
Park contains the small brick 
house in which the frontier artist, 
George Caleb Bingham, painted. 
Nearby is the red-brick mansion 
(1844) associated with Dr. John 
Sappington, deviser of quinine 
“anti-fever pills” which helped rid 
Missouri of malaria. 


West of Arrow Rock, Marshall 
and Lexington, the Santa Fe Trail 
reaches Independence, scene of 
Mormon persecutions in the 1830s 
and boom town as an assembly 
point for covered wagon trains to 
California in the Gold Rush. 
Though the Mormons fled from 
Jackson county, their stanch in- 
fluence remains. Independence is 
the world headquarters of the Re- 
organized Church of Jesus Christ 
of the Latter Day Saints. Here 
also is the grave of Jim Bridger, 
one of the greatest of frontiers- 
men. Roundabout is the district 
affected by Gen. Thomas Ewing's 
Order No. 11 which forced the 
removal of many Southern sympa- 
thizers from western Missouri. 
The bitter decree is depicted in a 
memorable canvas by which the 
painter hoped to make the gen- 
eral as hated as his order was 
resented. Since 1945, Independ- 
ence has taken on new importance 
as the home of President Truman. 
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WORD more about the great 
A trails to the West. That which 
became the Santa Fe Trail was 
charted by William Bttknell of 
Arrow Rock. Starting from the 
steamboat landing at Franklin, he 
followed the prairie divide be- 
tween the tributaries of the Kan- 
sas and Arkansas rivers to the 
Great Bend of the latter. Travel- 
ing by pack-horse, he arrived at 
Santa. Fe, in 1821, and sold his 
goods at 10 to 20 times St. Louis 
prices, The Oregon Trail from 
the Missouri river to the Colum- 
bia startet at Independence and 
followed the Santa Fe Trail for a 
two-days’ journey to a wg

As fur trader Auguste Chouteau 
helped found St. Louis, so did 
another fur trading Chouteau, 
Francois, start the post of Kan- 
sas in 1821.
